A Small Boy’s Ingenuity. 
The invention of the valve motion 
to a steam engine was made by a mere 
boy.

011 condition that they 
would nay $1 25 per acre tor the 
land they had stripoed. They would 
willingly have paid tire or eight 
times that in the 
first instance, 
therefore 
1 his was giving them 
a premium of from $5 to $lft an 
acre to encourage stealing. 
It is a 
well 
known fact that one man 
made over halt a milloii of dollaia 
while surveyor general out of the 
public lands. 
The only thing left to steal is 
the pine timber on 
the Indian 
reservations of the state. 
This is 
officially vain <1 at $20,900,0(10. 
A 
mixed 
syndicate of Republicans 
and Democrats, has been in ex 
istance for ten years, vvho.-e well 
understood purpose 
has been to 
steal these lands. 
Ten years ago 
they commenced with the Leach 
Lake reservation. 
They procured 
a contivc' lr«'in the department 
of the interior which would have 
given then a monopoly of the pine 
for .1 nominal consideration.

The 
whole yield of the income tax has been 
£12,000,000 within 
the last financial 
year.
